He stopped upon
the footbosed, but o socond nter stippsd sud
fell, In doinge so he releasod his hold upon
the guurd rall and was thrown headlong
across the track between tho cars.  The siw
nunl to stop was inimeditely given, but be
fore the traln haa been brought to o stand.
still botn whoels of the car had passod over
the man's body,
Told by the Comduetor,

Conductor Suydor said that bhe bad just
collected the fures in the frout enr and was
Just coming out nato the platform. He saw
Moore stip oand fall, Immediately be gave
the motorman “threo bells” and the motor
was reversod, Tho train was under cantrol,
put before it could be stopped the car had
pussed over Moore's body and had rescheu
the middle of Webstor stroet.,

The conductor was one of the tlrst persons
to reach the body, Huo found it about thirty
feat south of the soutn lineof Webster street
It wns horfibiy matiinted, the wheels appar
ently having courht Mooro about the head
Thoy thon passed over his loft side and over
botn legs, nearly severing them from the
trunk., Although the viethin gasped once or
twice after being pleked up, it is probable
thit he was dead belore he was taken off the
rails,

The conductor and motorman made their
round trip, and upon reaching Farnam strect
on their way north were relieved by other
employes of the line. Thoy atones pro-
ceeded to the police station, where they sur-
renderad themselves to an oftiver, but waro
relessed to wwalt the fludings of the coro-
ner's jury.
